The radio installation, whose location was confirmed by- 
other sources, is an Adcock DP station* 

The crews of the four AA guns, emplaced on the northwestern 
edge of the landing field- are probably quartered there. 

The personnel of the fighter regiment and. ground units are 
billeted in the Landesanstalt. 

The airfield is occupied by a fighter regiment eouipped 
with about 40 MiG-1 5s. 
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
